This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 

elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-8, 13-16, 21 and 23, drawn to a time temperature indicating device 
comprising a reference scale and a protector. 

Group II, claim(s) 22, drawn to a time temperature indicating device comprising a 
protector. 

2. The groups of inventions listed above do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The invention of group II does lacks the special technical feature of a reference 
scale that is in group I. 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
preserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse.

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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3. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

4. This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 
the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 
the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 
were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C. 1 03(a). 

1. Claims 1-2, 5-8,15-16,21 and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Ignacio et al. in view of in view of Zweig et al. (US 2003/01 39903). 

2. See the appropriate paragraph of the 3/1/1 0 Office action for the teachings of 
Ignacio et al. 

3. Ignacio et al. are silent to the presently claimed "reference scale" and a "cover". 

4. Zweig et al. teaches a time temperature indicator. Paragraph[0031] teaches a 
time temperature indicator(10) associated with a color reference chart(12) as illustrated 
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in figure 4. The use of the reference chart(12) is advantageous for the user to properly 
interpret the results of the time temperature indicator. 

5. Additionally, it is notoriously well known in the art to place a cover over an 
indicator to protect the indicator from photo-degradation and prolong the shelf life of the 
indicator. 

6. It would have been within the skill of the art to modify Ignacio et al. in view of 
Zweig et al. and include a reference chart to facilitate proper interpretation of the time 
temperature indicator. Further, it would have been within the skill of the art to place a 
cover over the compound of Ignacio et al. to gain the expected and well known results 
of prolonged shelf life. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 3-4 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: In addition to the remarks of record, the cited prior art fails to teach or suggest 
the claimed time temperature indicator comprising the compounds of claims 3-4 in 
combination with the reference scale and a protector. Tatezono et al. teaches the 
compositions of claims 3-4 as a recording media which the Office considers as non- 
analogous art to the claimed time-temperature indicating system . 
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Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments with respect to the claims have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Conclusion 

4. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in 
this Office action.
